LOS ANGELES, April 29.- — Quietly and calmly awaiting 'fu- 


ture developments, John J. McNamara, secretary of the Interna- 
tional Associaton of Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, and his 
brother, James B. McNamara, union iron worker and printer, charg- 
ed. with a series of murders by dynamite, are obeying to the letter 
the instructions of their attorneys and refuse interviews to all other 
persons. 


This course of silence has been strictly adhered to, excepting 


in the case of a few union labor men whom John McNamara has 
seen and talked to in the jail. 
Men Appear 'to Be Calm 


Judging from the, reports of the officers in whose charge the 


prisoners are, none of the men is at all nervous; because of the 
charges they must face soon before a judge and jury. All, includ- 
ing Ortie McManigal, the so-called Harry Orchard of the case, are 
said to be possessed of good appetites and to sleep soundly. They 
pass their time as their individual preferences dictate, by reading, 
writing, smoking and an occasional game of solitaire at cards. 


When the legal forces which are to engage in the battle over 


the men are all gathered here, which they are expected to be in a 
few days, the first court step in the 'case will be takm. This will 
be the formal arraignment. 


So far as announced the only attorneys retained by the defense 


are Job Harriman of Los Angeles, O. N. Hilton of Denver and 
Clarence Da r row of Chicago, the last named as chief counsel. Har- 
riman is the only one in this city at present. 
Hilton is at his 


winter home in Pomona, Cal., and Darrow is on the way from Chi- 
cago, both being expected here Monday. 


Nothing more definite regarding the line of defense has been 


stated than that it will try to prove that .it was gas which caused 
the explosion in the Times building here, but the plans will be out- 
lined more in detail on the assembling of the attorneys next week. 


Although District Attorney Fredericks is busy preparing for the

adoption of the new charter and the law 
applicable thereto, are nutistantlally as 
follows: 


Fifteen freeholders of the City of Oak- 


land (who had 
been 
theretofore duly 


elected for such purpose), on the 3d day 
of October, 1910, proposed and presenter 
to the electors of such city a new char- 
ter. On the 8th day of December, 1910, 
the proposed new charter was ratified by 


j the citizens thereof, and the result duly j 


declared by the City Council. 


Thereafter sucli charter =o ratified by 


the voters of said city was approved by 
the "Legislature, February- 15, 1911, and 
has become the organic law of said city, 
to take effect July 1, 1911; except thai, 
for the purpose of "nominating candidates 
and electing mayor, auditor, commission- 
ers and school directors, the charter is 
already in effect and operation. 


The said charter makes provision for 


the election of a mayor who shall hold 
office for four years from- and after the 
1st of July succeeding his election. 


The mode of nomination and election of 


the mayor and other officers are as fol- 
lows : 


The candidate files with the city clerk 


his declaration of candidacy for the of- 
fice sought, and at the same time, or 
within thirty days thereafter, a petition 
of nomination, which petition shall con- 
sist of not less than fifty, nor more than 
250 individual certificates 
of qualified 


electors, each of whom takes oath as to 
his place of residence, his desire to join 


j in the 
petition for 
the 
nomination of 


I his candidate, his belief In the qualifica- 
i tlon of his candidate, etc., etc.. also a 
: statement of a name and address of a 
i oerson to whom Che petition should be 
; returned in case the petition is found 
p insufficient. 


VERIFICATION DEPUTY. 


The petition of nomination is circulated 


by a person called a 'Verification dep- 


termine whether It conforms to law and 
make his certificate showing the results 
of hla examination. 
If the petition Is 


found 
defective provision is made for 


an amendment to 
correct 
the 
errors 


therein. 
If the petition confortns to law, 


either.in the first Instance or by amend- 
ment, it becomes the duty of the city 
clerk to file the same not later than 
twenty days prior to the election. . 


Immediately thereafter the city clerk 


shall enter the names of the 'candidates, 
In a list, which list certified, becomes 
the official ballot to be published by the 
City Council as notice to all electors of 
the city of the candidates to be voted 
for at the 
primary, 
and 
Indicating 


the candidates who have complied with 
the law, governing 
the 
conduct 
of 


municipal primary elections; and all can- 
didates who have been duly and regu- 
larly nominated shall have their names 
upon this official primary ballot. 


PRIMARY REGULATIONS. 


The two candidates receiving the high- 


est number of votes for a given office at 
such primary election shall be the candi- 
dates and the only candidates 
whose 


names sliall appear upon the printed of- 
ficial ballots to be used at the municipal 
election which follows. It will thus be 
seen that the,object of the work of the 
verification deputies is to furnish to the 
clerk a method by which he is guided 
in preparing an official primary- ballot. 


The provisions of the State law, and 


by eaid charter made applicable to elec- 
tions under the charter, where the law 
relates to the qualification of electors, 
the manner of voting, the duties of elec- 
tion officers, the canvassing of returns 
and the general management of elections. 


From a careful analysis of the com- 


plaint on file, It will appear, or must 
be presumed, that Mott filed with the 
city clerk his declaration of candidacy 
for the office of mayor; that, thereafter 
a petition of nomination was filed with 
the city clerk consisting of not less than 
fifty names. 
That there were purported 


verification deputies who took the oath 
of the signers thereof, and an attempt 
to comply with the provisions of the law. 


That the petition so framed was pre- 


sented to the clerk and was by him re- 
ceived and filed without any finding or 
declaration to notify the candidate that 
his petition did -not comply with the 
charter or laws of the city. 


In the absence of averment to the con- 


trary, we must_ assume the city clerk 
made the necessary finding that the name 
of Mott was legally entitled to a place 
upon - the ballot. Furthermore, his name 
was, in fact, placed thereon and nearly 
9000 voters resting upon the presump- 
tion that official duty was rightfully per- 
formed and exercised, marked their cross 
opposite the name of this candidate. 
In 


this act they were doing all that the law 
required of them to make known their 
choice for a candidate for the 
office 


of mayor. 


APPARENTLY ACQUIESCES. 


Apparently acquiescing, during all of 


the proceedings prior to and including 
the primary election, In the finding of 
the clerk that the petition of Mott was j 
In due forrn'of law, prevents at this late ' 
day anyone from raising the question of 
the sufficiency of the nominating peti- 
tion, or the qualifications of the verifi- 
cation deputies. 
The law has, for the purpose of pre- 


venting tho defeat of the will of the ma- 
jority 
of voters 
"through" technical- 


ity, 
clothed 
the Clerk 
of 
tho 
city 


with judicial power to 
determine 
the 


question of the sufficiency 
of the 
pe- 


tition and qualification of the verification 
deputy. 
The purpose of his finding is to 


determine if a candidate la entitled to 
have his name placed upon the ballot 
at the primary election. 
In the case at 


bar we must assume that the Clerk found 
that the law was complied with by not 
only Mott, but as well by Booth and 
Jackson. 
It would be useless this la.te 


day to inquire into the reasons for those 
findings, or review the evidence upon 
which the Clerk based them; no candi- 
date or elector questioned his act until 
long' after election, and when the ballot 
bad accomplished the purpose of ascer- 
taining the will of the voters. 
To up- 


set the action of the Clerk—could it bo 
done in this collateral proceeding—would 
be to perpetuate a fraud upon the voter. 


It is a well-known rule that where the 


law provides a forum for the redress of 
wrongs, 
application must 
first 
be ad- ( 


dressed to such forum. 
The plaintiff, as j 


an elector, had his opportunity to object j 
to the action of the Clerk in placing upon j 
the primary ballot the name of one or 
more candidates for office, If they failed 
to comply with the law. He chose to , 
remain silent, although, the law charges ) 
him with notice of all that was trans- } 
piring in the office of the Clerk of the ; 
city, 
and 


He has had. his day in court and 
has 
remained 
silent 
when 
he 


should have spoken. 
To grant him the 


relief sought would be In effect to de- j 
stroy the entire primary ballot, not mere- j 
ly to destroy or cancel the name of ilott 
appearing thereon. 


If our conclusions here arrived at are 


correct, it becomes unnecessary to pass 
upon the question as to the effect upon 
the primary or municipal ballot of the 
payment of the verification deputies out 
of the City Treasury. 


CHARTER REQUIREMENTS.

The Charter of the city does not In 


terms invalidate the work of such depu- 
ties by reason of the source of their !

The procedure provided by the 
municipal Charter makes it an extremely 
simple matter for one to obtain place up- 
on the official primary ballot, and it may 
well be assumed that the work of veri- 
fication deputies in getting the necessary 
50 signatures to qualify their candidate 
for a place upon a primary ballot would 
be exceedingly light.

To meet such cases the rector of All Hal- 
lows, the Rev. Montague Fowler, has for 
years past held a service in the church 
for women and girls, and .in the church 
hall for men.

morning Mrs. Fowler, the rector's wife, 
said that the Queen tool: a great interest 
in the work being carried on and sent 
materials for them to make garments of.

Mayor F/loffs Re-election Assured. 


THE TRIBUNE has not the slightest doubt but what Mayor 


Frank K. Mott will be elected as the chief executive of the munici- 
pality under the new charter for the next four years. The magnifi- 
cent support accorded to him at the primaries, when he polled near- 
ly as many rotes as the joint vote cast for his rivals, gives positive 
assurance of his re-election. The people of this city have a just ap- 
preciation of the splendid service the Mayor has given them during 
the past six years and the marked progress which has been made 
through the carrying out of his enlightened policies. Trie great 
public improvements which have been started under his administra- 
tion and which are the direct outgrowth of the Mayor's policies 
are, at present, in a formulative and incomplete state and it would 
be perilous to the city's best interests to "swap horses in mid- 
stream." The people of Oakland know that Mott can be relied upon. 
They judge him from his past works, and those works have added 
indisputably to the fame and the progress and prosperity of the city 
at home and abroad. They know, moreover, by experience that he 
can be trusted to complete in every detail the great public improve- 
ments which he has inaugurated, and that there will be danger of 
their being hampered by delay in their execution or alterations in 
their nlaccs. It is" no time for Oakland, at this stage of its career, 
to falter or to make experiments in the administrative head of its 
affairs. 
We know that we have a good, honest, reliable and pro- 


gressive executive and that it would be the height of unwisdom not 
to re-elect him. Hi's election should be accomplished by an over- 
whelming majority. 


If the reported discovery of a ledge showing rich values of 


platinum, besides gold and silver, has been made in the French 
Hill mine near Greenwood, El Dorado county/ it adds an im- 
portant element to the mineral resources of California. Platinum 
is of higher value than gold, as it is a rarer mineral and a tremen- 
dous demand has been made for it through the constant growth of 
the application of electricity to every phase of human wants and 
activities. Platinum has been found in moderate quantities in this 
state and in Southern Oregon, but only in small quantities in the 
placer formations and its recovery has accompanied that of gold 
in the sluices of the gold placer mines. No vein of platinum has 
before been found in either California or Oregon; so, if the ledge 
opened ^in the El Dorado county mine is bona fide, it gives prom- 
ise of further discoveries and a permanent place for the valuable 
metal among our mineral resources. The French Hill mine is located 
on the mother lode and has been hitherto worked solely for gold 
quartz. The new platinum bearing ledge is said to have been 
opened up at a level 1000 feet below the old vein. 


The report recently issued that a corner had been secured by a 


Japanese on the potato crop of the state this year, ancf that prices 
would be high because of an alleged shortage in the acreage under 
potato cultivation, has had the effect of drawing shipments from the 
eastern states. 
Up to Thursday afternoon seventeen overland car- 


loads had been received in San Francisco. Another peculiar feature 
has developed in the produce market. Oregon and Texas are ship- 
ping onions here by the carload, and the Union Steamhsip com- 
pany's flagship, the Manuka, arrived in port Thursday from New 
Zealand and the Society Island with onions as part of her cargo.

Anglo-American Arbitration Treaty. 


The proposed general treaty of arbitration between the United 


States and Great Britain, the purpose of which is to settle any and 
all disputes of whatsoever character that may arise between the two 
countries by the. judgment of an impartial court of adjudicators in- 
stead of by an appeal to arms, has met with not only the cordial ap- 
proval of the leaders of the two principal political parties in Great 
Britain, but also by France, Japan and several other of the leading 
great powers of the civilized world. France and Japan have ex- 
pressed their desire to unite in a movement which promises so much 
for the preservation of the peace throughout the world. Germany is 
the only one of the great powers that has shown any opposition to 
the proposition. With its customary disposition to suspect some 
ulterior design in any co-operative movement on the part of rival 
nations, the German government has hinted its disapproval, intimat- 
ing that the proposition foreshadows an alliance between the Eng- 
lish-speaking nations to dominate the world. And the personal an- 
swer, of the Kaiser has been to call out nearly 350,000 reservists 
from their peaceful and productive occupations during the sum- 
mer months to join the regular army of approximately 650,000 men 
of arms and a large contingent of the officers and men of the Ger- 
man fleet—making in. all over one million men—in the summer 
maneuvers in the field. It is practically a defiant display of militant 
power in opposition to a rational international movement in favor 
of world-peace, with the ultimate purpose of general disarmament 
in the interest of international economy and the relief of the non- 
combatant taxpayers of all nations from the tremendous burdens 
that they are required to bear to maintain ever-increasing armies and 
navies for self-protection against unfriendly aggressors. 


The credit for the suggestion of the treaty of arbitration be- 


tween the two English-speaking- nations has been freely given by 
the British prime minister to President Taft in his Guildhall (Lon- 
don) speech. Ex-Premier Balfour seconded the resolution Premier 
Asquith offered approving the principle involved in the proposed 
treaty as serving the highest interests of the two nations and as 
tending to promote the peace of the world. Asquith declared that 
the profound significance of the treaty was that it aroused a feeling 
on both sides of the Atlantic for the abandonment of war as a pos- 
sible solution of international disputes, however grave, and the sub- 
stitution of argument for their settlement instead of resort to force. 


"Treaties are like pie-crust, made to be broken," was the defini- 


tion of an astute French diplomat, which Ex-Premier Balfour, in 
seconding Asquith's resolution skillfully offset in the following 
forceful statement: "I grant that paper formulae are useless in 
themselves, but if they represent the settled conviction of the peo- 
ple, they are valuable. International 
agreements, with no more 


power of enforcement, have made war far more civilized than in the 
past. Why cannot they make war impossible?" 


That expresses in a nutshell the significance and value of the 


arbitration treaty lor whose suggestion Taft is admittedly repsonsi- 
ble. It is to the interest of the human race that war should be made 
impossible. If that desirable end is accomplished ultimately through 
the Anglo-American arbitration treaty, the names of its authors will 
go down in history among- the greatest benefactors of mankind.

Verses by Arthur Stringer, 
entitled "Memories," were found in .a 
vest pocket. "Of my old loves, of their 
old ways, I sit and think these bitter 
toys; 
I've kissed, 'gainst reason and 


'gainst rhyme, more mouths than one 
in my mad time; but faith, 'twas her 
they buried deep, with all that love she 
couldn't keep, aye, deep and cold in Ki!l- 
inkree, this many a year, this many a 
year." With the soul of a poet the man 
had evidently worshiped some woman, 
and the woman—well, <lo not "women, the 
very best of them, nearly always laugh 
truo love behind them as they reach for 
something not half so beautiful but far- 
ther from hand? Also had there been a 
little girl. But neither the little girl nor 
the woman, nor the beauty of the living 
world that they brought belonged any 
longer to the man, and so the heart had 
gone out of him. Unable to stand the 
suffering remembrance, he had dared all 
to forant. 
His gods had deserted him, 


and he undertook to meet them face to 
faco. "He -was right. As we have already 
stated, some suicides are beautiful. And 
a so-ul like this Is worth a word in pass- 
ing.—News Letter.

, leads to destruction, they are all inquiring for happiness. 


This is an object worthy of their pursuit, yet. there is a higher, 


nobler motive, and that is seeking to know and to 
do the 
good. 


But all are hot thus nobly inclined. .:The Psalmist, 


"tells U3 "There are many who say, where shall we 
find any good?" 
Perhaps the true import is that 


many inquire after 'happiness without knowing what 
it is, or seeking where it might be found. 


They may desire enjoyment of a w'orldly or a 


sensual nature and be willing to pursue any course 
for self-gratification. 
Such would delight in any 


object or pursuit that would'afford sinful pleasure. 


The inquiry may be, what earthly or created 


g-ood, when rightly pursued, will promote happiness? 


HAPPINESS VARIOUSLY DISTRIBUTED. 
Some, when they question "Where shall we find 


any good?" would convey the idea that in God alone 
Is the good to be found. Truly in God alone is su- 
preme ha.ppir.ess to be found, yet in the present life happiness Is vari- 
ously distributed, and in.genera.1, according to the propriety and up- 
rightness of our moral conduct. 
Hence the present and future pros- 


pects of human beings depend upon the right use of the-means at hand., 


Man's strongest desire is to seek for happiness. At every stage of 


life he-searches for it. He "courts It under a thousand different aspects, 
and although continually disappointed still persists and inquires for it 
anew.

Revision of Ten Command- 


ments Proposed by Rev. 


Mr. Dougias. 


WASHINGTON, .April 29.—Revision of 


the ten -commandments—the original and 
shortened form.—is urged by the Rev. 
George B. William Douglas, canon of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine of New 
York, upon ,the twenty-ninth congress of 
the Protestant Episcopal Chuch. The Rev. 
Mr, Douglas' views created a mild sen- 
sation among the attending clerymen arid 
delegates, 


"Let us have the courage,", he said, 


"to restore our prayerbook version of the 
ten commandments to -what scholars are 
pretty well agreed was the original and 
shorter form, and let us drop the Inflated 
clauses wherewith some ancient scribes 
spoiled the magnificent proportions of 
the decalogue." 


The following revision of the Ten Com- 


mandments is that urged by the Rev. 
William Douglas: 


1. God spake these words -and said: 


I am the Lord, thy God;- thou shalt have 
none other gods but me. 


2. Thou shalt not make to thyself any 


graven image to worship and serve it. 


3. Thou shalt not take the name of 


the Lord thy God In vain. 


4. Remember that thou keep holy the 


Sabbath day. Six days shalt thou labor. 


5. Honor thy father .and thy mother. 
6. Thou shalt do no .murder. 
7. Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor. 


8. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
D. Thou shalt not steal. 
10. Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor's goods.

that is the name of a curious little pest 
which lias made its appearance In Cali- 
fornia and Is attacking pear and walnut 
trees and grape vines. While the insect 
is not entirely new to .California, there 
being one species which Is native to this 
State and common on oak treea, compar- 
atively little Is known of It anfi how to 
go about combating it. The State Board 
of Horticulture Is .preparing- - to make a 
study of the minute insect and find, tf 
possible, a way to put an end to Its de- 
structive activity. 
\ 


The bug causes a dlstoi-tion of the plant 


headers, causes the leaves to go out of 
shape, become brown and drop off. 
The 


damage It does is In decreasing: the sac- 
charine matter 
in 
the fruit, making 


grapes sour, pears without taste and .nuts 
to turn brown and woody. The r*uit at- 
tacked by this insect usuariy fa'\s to ma- 
ture. 


It is the native species—-which, go far 


as '•known, has not been named—that Is 
attacking the 
walnut trees. They are 


common to .oak trees and take readily to 
the walnut trees. If they increase and 
attack grapes, pears and walnuts more 
actively,-they will become shortly one of 
the most damaging -pests of the State.
